The fire occurred 
at five o’clock in the morning and as soon 
as the fire was found to be beyond control 
the proprietor had the guests awakened, 
the porters breaking down doors where nec- 
essary to get the people out. The loss in 
property was about $1,000,000, A bank 
which occupied part of the building had 
$500,000 in its vaults, the fate of which was 
still in doubt.

A FIRE at Vineyard Haven,. a Mas- 
sachusetts summer resort, destroyed a 
number of coftages, mostly belonging to 
summer residents, the other night, the loss 
being estimated at fully $200,000. 

A MAN went into a New York market 
the other day, picked up a cleaver, chopped 
off one of his fingers and walked away 
without making any explanation. 

WELLs, FarGco & Co.’s express was 
robbed of 43,200 near Pioneer, Ariz,, the 
other day, and the agent killed. 

A FEW days ago the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Railroad was formally opened for 
Pacific coast business via Albuquerque, N. 
M. 

THREE fourteen-year-old boys were 
struck by lightning near Lincoln, Neb., the 
other afternoon and instantly killed. 

OweEN Dorris, John Kerwis and 
James Cannon were killed by a Baltimore 
& Ohio express train near Pittsburgh, Pa., 
the other night. 

Tue National Department of Agri- 
culture reports the condition of spring 
wheat for August 1 at ninety-seven per 
cent. For cotton the weather was too cold 
in May, too wet in June, and too dry in 
July, the injury being greatest in Georgia. 
Over the entire corn area the condition ad- 
vanced in July to 81. Oats average 100, 
and barley 99. 

C. E. HEATH, of Chicopee, Mass., rode 
down Mount Washington ons tricycle the 
other day, beating the best bicycle record 
very badly.

$35,000. 

THE Associated Press excursion to 
Yellowstone Park had returned to the 
Northern Pacific Railroad on the 13th.

THe Emperor of Austria and the 
King of Servia will have an interview in 
Hungary next month. 

RECENT advices from the Interior of 
Mexico state that at Tizimin, Yucatan, 
Sotavento and Vera Cruz the supply of 
corn is exhausted and all provisions are 
very high in price. A famine was feared 
along the Southern Pacific coast.

Ir is reported that General Cortina, 
with three hundred Mexican revolution- 
ists, was in Queretaro a few days ago.

William Wagner, of Pittsburgh, Pa., was 
knocked out by Albert Cannauk, of New 
York. 

THERE was almost a panic in Ameri- 
can railway securities in London, Eng., on 
the 14th. There was an advance all along 
the line in New York followed by another 
drop. 

Tue Lynchburg Home Guards were 
called to Chatham, Va., on the 14th to 
guard the jail there froma threatened at- 
tack by a mob of 590 persons who wanted

Recent advices from eighty points in 
the Texas cotton belt report the cotton suf- 
fering from continued drought; from thirty 
points it is estimated that only half the 
usual crop will be made; from fifty points 
the crop is placed at. two-thirds the usual 
amount. Cotton worms have appeared in 
some sections and are doing much damage. 
Early corn is made and is a full crop. 
Late cornis a total failure in sume sec- 
tions. 

Putnam county, Florida, is excited 
over a large panther which has made its 
appearance near Rice Creek. 

A Columbus (Ga.) company, with 
$100,900 capital, will electrically light that 
city. 

The Board of Managers of the World’s 
Industrial and Cotton Centennial Exposi- 
tion held a regular meeting at New Or- 
leans the other night, with Vice-President 
Albert Baldwin in the chair. After trans- 
acting other business, E. A. Burke was 
elected Director-General of the Exposition, 
with a salary of $10,090, The subscriptions 
to the enterprise aggregate $390,000 and its 
success iS CONSIdorcd avoured. 

A freight train on the Chesapeake, 
Ohio & Southwestern Railroad was 
wrecked the other morning, near Kerrville, 
about twelve miles north of Memphis, 
Tenn. Fifteen cars were badly damaged, 
and a negro brakeman was injured. About 
100 yards of the track was torn up, necessi- 
tating a transfer of passengers. 

Two negro girls, twelve and cight 
years old respectively, were left alone by 
their mother in a cabin on Mrs. James 
Bean’s Farm near Lexington, Ky., the 
other day. When the mother returned she 
found the cabin in ashes and the body of 
the youngest girl init. The elder girl could 
not be found and it was suspected she 
burned the house intentionally. 

It was estimated that fully forty thou- 
sand people were present at the opening of 
the Confederate reunion, which occurred at 
McKinney, Tex., a few days ago, fifteen 
thousand of whom were served by the or- 
ganization with dinner on the grounds. 
The speakers were General Cabell, ex-Gov- 
ernor Turoeckmorton, Governor Ireland, 
General M. Lewis, ex-Governor Hubbard, 
Colonel Bowers and Congressman Welborn. 
The tenor of Governor Ireland’s speech was 
that the Confederates had no excuse to 
make for the part taken in the late contest. 
“We are to forget the political strife which 
led to the war, but must teach our children 
the deeds of those who wore the blue and 
the gray. We are all Americans, and ever 
ready to battle with the country’s assail- 
ants from whatever quarter.”’ 

There was great excitement at Sis- 
terville, W. Va.,on the Ohio River Rail- 
road, recently. Negroes and Italians 
were working together blasting. The ne- 
groes put in a blast, notified the men of 
their danger and ran to a safe distance. 
The Italians ran only a short distance and 
two of them were killed. The Italians pur- 
sued the negroes with revolvers, picks and 
dirks, when the negroes drew razors. Fur- 
ther trouble was feared. 

Clarence Rutherford, who was recent- 
ly pardoned from the Kentucky Peniten- 
tiary by Governor Blackburn, had served 
two years of a life sentence for murder. He 
had been insubordinate up to the revival 
held in the prison, last year, by Evangelist 
Barnes, when he was converted. Mrs. 
Blackburn was instrumental in his refor- 
mation. 

In a bar-room fight at Baltimore, 
Md., the other night, Bernard McNally 
stabbed James Carr through the heart with 
an ice-pick. McNally was proprietor of the 
saloon. 

Mrs. G. W. Woodland, of Omega, La., 
who gained renown for her ministrations 
to yellow-fever sufferers at Vicksburg, 
Miss., the other day ended her life by 
taking laudanum. 

Explorations of a recently discovered 
cave at the base of Lookout Mountain, 
opening at low water mark of the Tennes- 
River, three miles from Chattanooga, is 
said to have developed a wonderful cave 
of unknown depth. At the extreme point 
of the exploration a very large lake was 
encountered, into which a fall 150 feet high 
poured its water with the voice of thunder. 
Other waterfalls and other interesting phe- 
nomena were discovered. 

Allen P. Morris was the first Con- 
federate soldier to draw a pension under 
the Tennessee law allowing ten dollars per 
month to Confederates inthe army. Mv. 
Morris had both eyes shot out in the battle 
of Stone River, December 31. 1862, 





DESTRUCTIVE FIRES. 

A Million Dollars’ Worth of Property 
Swept Away at Atlanta, Ga.—The Kim- 
ball House Burned, 

ATLANTA, GA., August 12. 

Early this morning the Kimball House, 
the best-known and largest hotel in the 
Southern States, was totally destroyed by 
fire. The building covered a block in the 
very heart of the city, was six stories high, 
and was the most showy super-structure in 
Atlanta. The entire loss will not fall short 
of $1,000,000. The hotel has a nations! fame, 
and its destruction is looked upon here as a 
great public calamity. The origin of the 
fire is as follows: At the hour of 4:3) Cap- 
tain Flynn, of the morning watch, saw a 
dense volume of smoke issuing from the 
cellar department under the real estate 
office of George W. Adair. Flynn rushed 
to the opening of the basement, but found 
it impossible to effect an entrance beeause 
of the blinding smoke. 

He was the first to give the alarm, but 
before the notes of the bell rang out upon 
the air Policeman T. S. Thompson had en- 
tered the office of the Kimball and informed 
Mr. Thad Hammond that the building was 
on fire. Mr. Scoville was at once sum- 
moned. He proceeded with Mr. Thompson 
to the scene of the fire, and taking in the 
situation at a glance coolly remarked: “It’s 
gone.”” Accompanied by Mr. Thompson, 
Mr. Scoville hastened into the building 
and at once set about arousing the guests, 
Mr. Scoville superintended personally, 
going from door to door with Mr. Thomp- 
son, his night watchman, and others, and in 
many instances beating on the doors to 
notily his guests, and in some cases break- 
ing the doors in with his own hands, lest 
some guest should not be fully aroused and 
be lost in the flames. All, even domestics 
sleeping in the topmost story, were 
awakened in ample time to dress and quit 
the building in safety. When, this morn- 
ing, Mr. Scoville learned that not a single 
life was lost, he exclaimed: “I am the 
happiest man in Georgia.” Just how the 
fire originated no one can tell, but certain 
it is it began in the basement, as above 
described. 

_ Theclang of the bells and the hurry- 

ing and steaming of engines soon aroused 

the whole city, and hoarse shouts of the fire- 
men rose high above the general din. In 
less than an hour from the sounding of the 
alarm the streets leading to the hotel were 
thronged with people, gazing on the grand- 
est spectacle ever vouchsated to an Atlanta 
audience. Betore the flames had spent 
their fury the heart of the building had 


| been lapped into nothingness, and in many 


places the outer walls crashed and crumbled 
into the streets. At high noon the great 
hotel, which but yesterday stood forth the 
pride and grandeur of Atlanta, was only a 
smoking ruin. 

The Kimball House was built by H. L. 
Kimball, in the year 1870. It was owned by 


five men: Rr Josenb. Thamnson.. of t. 
janta, ened a onethird reeves? aes vohh | 


Rice, of Hartford, Conn., owned one-third; 
the other third was divided into three equal 
parts, owned respectively by General Rob- 
ert Toombs, John T. Glenn, Esq., and Mr. 
James Thompson, Jr. The building yielded 
a yearly rental from stores, offices, etc., of 
$36,000. The furniture was valued at $125,- 
000, The aggregate insurance carried by 
the owners will foot up about $80,000; the 
elder Thompson, $25,000; the younger 
Thompson, $15,000; John Rice, $25,000; John 
T. Glenn, $15,000; Robert Toombs, amount 
not known. It is claimed by many that 
General Toombs had no insurance on his 
interest. 

The efforts of the firemen were so well di- 
rected that the flames were not communi- 
cated to any of the surrounding buildings. 
It is en unquestionable fact, however, that 
the dead calm which prevailed throughout 
the burning alone saved the whole business 
portion of the city. Had a wind sprung 
up no earthly power could have prevented 
a general and most disastrous conflagra- 
tion.

W. Adair, real estate agent, complete 
plats of the property of the city, covering 
many years and indicating its growth, that 
can not be replaced; W. B. Burk, old book 
store, $25,000 worth of rare volumes, the 
collection of many years, insurance $5,000; 
T. H. Blacknall, agent Bull-Durham To- 
bacco, office fixtures #500, no insurance, 
Whitner & Sons, insurance agents, $90, 
covered. 

On Decatur street the losses are: Goode, 
Fontaine & Elmore, real estate men, $1,000; 
books and papers saved; J. B. Daniel, 
wholesale druggist, $27,000, insurance #17,- 
000; M. Haralson & Bros., $50,000, insur- 
ance $25,000; J. H. Gavan, city auctioneer, 
42,500, no insurance; Big Bonanza saloon, 
loss $1,000; the Gate City National Bank, 
corner of Pryor and Wall streets, saved its 
books and current papers. In the safe in 
the vault there were $80,000 in money and 
$1,000,000 in securities, which are thought 
to be safe, but they can not open the vault 
until it cools.

Vineyard Haven, Mass., Scourged. 
Boston, Mass., August 12. 

At one o’clock yesterday morning fire 
broke out at Vineyard Haven, near Cottage 
City, and at 2:45 a large number of cot- 
tages, mostly belonging to summer resi- 
dents, had been burned. It originated in 
the harness manufactory of R. W. Crocker, 
and owing to the brisk northeast gale 
quickly swept through the village to the 
westward. There being no fire apparatus 
in town, assistance was summoned from 
Cottage City by telephone. Nearly all 
the population of that place hastened 
to the scene. The territory burned over 
embraces about fifty acres of the heart 
of the village. The loss can not be correct- 
ly estimated, though it probably will fall 
little short of $200,000, and strikes almost a 
death-blow atthe ancient village. It leaves 
hundreds of people homeless, many of whom 
are thrown upon the charity of their neigh- 
bors.

FORMER FOES NOW FRIENDS. 





Reunion of the Survivors of the Battle of 
Wilson Creek—The Blue and the Gray 
Blend Harmoniously at Springfield, Mo. 

SPRINGFIELD, MO., July 8. 

By four o’clock this afternoon about 
seven hundred survivors of the Wilson 

Creek battle, North and South being about 
equally represented, had registered at the 
Court house, where a blank book is kept 
for entering the names, nativity, rank, 
number of regiment, company and date of 
enlistment of each guest. Among the 
officers present are: Col. W. F. Cloud, Sec- 
ond Kansas, Lyon’s Command, now De uty 
United States Collector at Sedalia; Lieut. 
John Small, of Carthage; Col. Henry G. 
Snyder, Monticello, Mo.; Capt. L. W. Ter- 
rell, Sarcoxie, Mo.; Col. Hugh Cameron, 
Lawrence, Kan.; Lieut. B. Garrison, Mo.; 
Lieut. W. Merritt, Dermis, Io.; Captains 
J. N. Lee, L. H. Fluty and John J. Walker 
of Arkansas. 

A tour of observation through the camp 
rounds disclosed many scenes of interest. 
.nots of survivors were standing or 

sitting around the tents, talking and 
renewing acquaintances, and aM seemed 
to be enjoying themselves. The western 
rows were occupied by Kansas 
veterans, the State ensign of Kansas 
being unfurled to distinguish their portion 
of the camp. Next came the quarters of 
the ex-Confederates from Arkansas. Next 
were Uuion forces, and soon. Now and 
then a man could be seen with a leg or arm 
nissing, an indisputable evidence of their 
battle experiences. 

At two o’clock this afternoon the prize 
drill consumed two hours at the grounds of 
the Driving Park Association. Only two 
companies entered the contest—the Car- 
thage Light Guards, under command of 
Capt. W.K. Coffee, and the Springfield Light 
Guards, commanded by Capt. George 
Townsend. The companies were equally di- 
vided in numbers, The judges were Robert 
McCulloch, State Register of Lands; Col. 
W. H. Wade and Col. Hugh Cameron. The 
first prize of $500 was awarded to the Car- 
thage Light Guards and the second prize 
of $200 to the Springfield company. The 
drill was witnessed by an immense con- 
course of people,

SPRINGFIELD, August 9, 

The second day of the Wilson Creek re- 
union brought increased delegations of 
survivors, visitors and country folks, and 
to-day there is in Springfield the largest 
crowd that ever assembled in Southwest 
Missouri. The number of people here from 
abroad is estimated, after careful calcula- 
tation, at between 18,000 and 20,000. One 
thousand badges were disposed of to Wil- 
son Creek veterans, and there was a de- 
mand for many more. 

This morning, at nine o'clock, the Wilson 
Creek veterans, headtd by the bands, 
formed a line at the camp grounds, the 
Springfield and Carthage Light Guards 
bringing up the rear, and marched through 
the principal streets, presenting a magnifi- 
CON, APPVU MM aed as Tollows? Missouri, 
Col. Gordon of Lafayette County and Cdl. 
Snyder of Illinois; lowa, Col. W. L. Mer- 
ritt; Arkansas, Maj. 'T. K. Earle and E. T. 
Dunt; Kansas, Col. Charles Frank. Col. J. 
M. Reece commanded the non-participants 
inthe Wilson Creek battle. A halt was 
made at a speakers’ stand on Monn- 
ment Square, which the veterans sur- 
rounded. The stand was occupied by 
about fifty prominent visitors. Af- 
ter music Mayor McGregor introduced 
ex-Governor Phelps, who delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. The Mayor then intro- 
duced General C. W. Blair, of Kansas, who 
responded in a graceful manner. General 
Blair was followed by United States Sena- 
tor J. D. Walker, of Arkansas, Thomas 
Guelich, of Burlington, Io.; Gen. N. B. 
Pearce, of Arkansas, and Governor James 
H. Berry, of Arkansas, whomade short and 
eloquent speeches that were received with 
much applause by the vast multitude as- 
sembled. At the conclusion of the — 
ing Secretary Tracy read a number of let- 
ters of regret from various persons, includ- 
ing the President, Generals Grant, Thomas 
$. Snead, Schofield, ex-Senator David 
Davis, Col.. J. B. Gilmore of the Third 
Louisiana Infantry, and others, after 
which the great concourse of people dis- 
persed for dinner. 

The ceremonies and speeches connected 
with the unveiling of the Lyon monument 
to-night were of an interesting character, 
and productive of more enthusiasm than 
any previous exercise. Col..J. P. Tracy,in 
behalf of the citizens of Springfield, made 
the presentation speech, to which Maj. John 
McGregor responded in behalf of the city. 
Addresses were then delivered by Col. W. 
H. Merritt, of the Ist lowa; Capt. Dick Col- 
lins, of Lafayette; Col. Jim Woods, of Kan- 
sas; Col. H. N. Phillips, of West Plains, 
Col. Pearsoll, Mayor of Fort Scott, and Col. 
W. F. Cloud, late candidate for Congress, 
who belonged to Lyon’sarmy. The speeches 


| were all appropriate, and were frequently 


cheered. A movement was started this af- 
ternoon toward the permanent organiza- 
tion of the surviving soldiers’ Union 
League, and a Los go which has been circu- 
lated has obtained many signatures. 





SPRINGFIELD, Mo., August 10. 

The closing day of the reunion of Wilson 
Creek veterans was spent ina fitting man- 
ner as the culmination of the interesting 
exercises at the scene of the battle field, 
ten miles southwest of this city. To con- 
vey the immense crowd to the point every 
available vehicle, from omnibus to farm 
wagon, was brought into use, and three 
special trains on the ’Frisco carried each 
five coaches of personages to Brookline, the 
nearest point on the railroad, from whence 
conveyance was furnished to the ground, 
five miles south, in wagons furnished by 
families. 

After several patriotic airs by the Spring: 
field Band Mayor McGregor introduced 
Lieutenant-Governor R. A. Campbell, who 
delivered the opening address. After the 
subsidence of applause following Governor 
Campbell’s speech, Guvernor J. H. Berry, 
of Arkansas, was next introduced, and de- 
livered a pleasant and interesting address. 
Col. W. HD Merritt, of the 1st Iowa Infan- 
try, next spoke in a similar vein. Col. Sam 
Weode, of Kansas, next followed with a 
humorous speech. 

An adjournment was then had for lunch, 
which the people of Springfield and Iron 
County h rovided. After dinner it was 
with difficulty that speakers could be 
brought to the stand, as they were all wan- 
dering over the historic grounds, tracing 
old landmarks, cutting — to make 
canes for souvenirs, ete.

THE OLD NORTH RANGE. 
BY J. F. BLUNT. 


Passing on through the rich tracts of 
Upper and Lower Canard, we cross the 
Habitant river, a mere brook at this point, 
yet furnishing motive power to severa) 
mills of small eapacity. ‘Two miles East is 
Canning, a town of striking indviduality, 
built around a bend of the river. At high 
tide, the stream is navigable and many ves- 
sels loud here with agricultural produce for 
the States. Long lines of ox teams stand 
waiting around the wharfs and along the 
street, till their turn to unload sball come. 
Meantime the work goes iapidly on, avd 
the monotonous voice of the sbipper, as 
barrel after barrel of potatoes is dumped 
into the hold, can be heard from morning 
till night—‘-Tally three for J. P.,” ‘Tally 
six for D. T.,” ‘Tally four for Squire D.,” 
tillone looks for the reflection of the 
phrase with the regularity of clock-work. 

We were fortunate in making the ac- 
quaintance ot Mr. Tupper, a genial man 
of the strict Acadian type, and as pronoun- 
ced in his cordiality as in his views in re- 
spect to annexation. Having met a chance 
acquaintance of several days before on the 
street the evening of our arrival, we paused 
for a moment to exchange a brief saluta- 
tion, when Mr. T. coming up at the same 
time, was introduced. To him we are in- 
debted for much information and many 
pleasant services during our stay in town. 
At his selicitation we joined a party a few 
days later in an excursion to the ‘Look- 
Off,” a famous point of observation on the 
North Mountains. 

A carriage road of moderate difficulty, 
though exceedingly steep in parts, leads 
up the sides of the ridge to the extreme 
summit. Away tothe North a _ passipg 
zlimpse of the Bay of Fandy cau be ob- 
tained, but the dense growth of forest soon 
* shuts out the deep blue of the distant -#a- 
ter and we turn our faces tothe South.— 
Far outspread lies the valley, thickly dot- 
ted with the farm houses and _ scattered 
“eustuto, like came fairy-land. exquisite in 
the most trivial particulars. The forests, 
interspersed with cultivated lands, look 
iike the most delicate moss, and only with 
. good glass can the herds be distinguish- 
3d, At the left is the fair Basin of Minas, 
taking up an important portion of the 
pic ure, and flowing into it seven rivers, 
wuose Sheeny waters can be traced for 
niles. 

Midway is the Gasperaux, so closely 
identified with that plaintive romance of 
Longfellow, the history of the Acadian ex- 
iles. Near at hand lies the little village of 
Grand Pre, the home of Evangeline. 

Many changes have been wrought since 
those ancient people sailed down the river 
to seek refuge in an unknown land, but 
the natural features of the landscape are 
probably the same. 

We called at the cottage of a mountain- 
eer, and a woman came to the entrance, 
after giving us a hasty glance from beliind 
an inner door—innate curiosity, I suppose. 
Her hair was uncombed, dress negligent, 
and her low shoes of cow-hide were laced 
with a common tow string, such as is used 
to tie the mouths of mail. bags. In feature, 
she was much like the native indians, but 
in speech, a provincial. The floor within 
Was strewn with shavings and stray bits of 
basket strands, while the rafters were huag 
with dried pumpkins and bunches of 
herbs. The spring near by, to which we 
went for water, had no conveniences for 
Grawing, saye a crooked stick on which to 
haug the bucxet, but the sparkling nectar 
which we drew from those mossy depths 
was “fit to set before a king.” 

The conversatiun ot the mountaineers 
showed acute sense flavored with rudeness, 
the result of life in such remote regions 
where the opportunities for social inter- 
course are almost wholly wantiag. 

Innured to hardship, they learn to disre- 
gard the common comforts of life, and hav- 
ing few amusements do not regret their ab- 
sence. 

A carriage road passes along the ridge 
from East to West close to the famous 
‘‘Look-Off,”” an elevated peak, without 
trees and oyerluokiug the entire valley. — 
Hundreds of feet below the jagged rocks 
project and give the tourist a dizzy sensa 
tion as he peers out over the cliffs. There 
is no railing here, and an uncautious step 
would plunge one to the depths below and 
certain destruction, but in broad daylight 
such a mishap is not likely to occur, .«

Naturally, be- 
ing in many cases of English descent and 
sharing in the prejudice of the ‘Mother 
Country” toward ber undutiful children 
this side of the Atlantic, there were those 
who rejoiced at the prospect of our speedy 
dissolution as a government, and were wills 
ing, if need be, to stake their own lives on 
the result. But, on the other Land, there 
were those whose sympathies were with the 
North. 

Refugees had been coming to them for 
years, whose pittiful stories of oppression 
aroused the most bitter opposition to slav- 
ery, and when Civil War frowned upon our 
land they rushed to the rescue of the Ne- 
gro as upon a crusade. 

Unlike the Northern people of our own 
country, who fought merely to save the 
Union, they knew the result to be aimed at 
was the ‘“‘Emancipation of the Negro.” 

The colored people owe mach to these 
foreign friends, whose efforts, combined 
with those of the government, overthrew 
the rebellion and made the Negro a man, 
instead of a slave.

A Cautious Commissary. 


Unless he has actually seen them, no 
one can form any alequate idea of the 
vast numbers of white-covered wagons 
Which followel our armies, carrying 
food, forage and ammunition; nor can 
any one, Whohas not actually witnessed 
# panic among the drivers of these wag- 
ons, form any conception of the terror 
into whieh they were sometimes thrown.

—The Germantown (Pa.) Telegraph 
says it is a help to keeping cisterns 
yure to have the supply-pipe run to the 
ottom of the cistern. 

—Spiced plums are delicious. To 
eight pounds of plums allow four of 
sugar, one teaspoonful each of cinna- 
mon and cloves, one small cup of vine- 
gar. Cook until they are as thick as 
jelly. —E xchange. 

--In removing hay from the field, 
says an Eastern exchange, that por- 
tion known as rakings should be al- 
lowed to remain, for two reasons—one 
is that it will not pay for gathering it 
up; the other, that it does pay, and 
twice over, in being scattered over 
the field and acting as a mulch to the 
exposed roots of the stubble. 

—A Pennsylvania farmer says that 
his system of ‘fence farming” is to 
farm all middle fences out. <As_ the 
New York law for the protection of 
farmers’ fields and hockets against 
stock depredations is wanting in Penn- 
sylvania, road fences have still to be 
maintained; but it is a greit saving to 
dispense with the interior fencing. 

—The fruit-grower who rubs off the 
‘“‘suckers’’ or little sprouts which have 
started on the limbs of fruit trees will 
save himself a good deal of work next 
winter or spring. A simple brushing of 
the hand over a limb will often remove 
scores of these sprouts now, which 
would need the use of Knife or saw at 
the end of the year.—N. Y. Examiner. 

—Stewed Mushrooms: Slice the mush- 
rooms into halves. Stew ten minutes 
in a little butter seasoned with pepper 
and salt and a very little water. Drain; 
put the mushrooms into a pie dish; 
break enough eggs to cover them over 
the top; pepper, salt and scatter bits of 
butter over them, stew with bread 
erumbs and bake until the eggs are set. 
Serve in the dish.—Hoston Transcript. 

—Great care should be taken in seed- 
ing with clover to leave no gaps, for 
such will inevitably be covered with 
weeds, a worse than useléss waste of 
eround. It is a good plan to top the 
seed a trifle and then sow crosswise, to 
make sure that all is evenly distributed. 
A peck per acre, sown four quarts each 
way. gives a good stand.—Chicago 
Times. 

—As early as the time of Alexander 
IT. of Scotland a man who let weeds go 
to seed on a farm was declared to be 
the king’s enemy. In Denmark farmers 
are compelled to destroy all weeds on 
their premises. In France aman may 
prosecute his neighbor for damages 
who permits weeds to go to seed which 
may endanger neighboring lands. 

—Baked Turnips: Pare and cook un- 
til nearly tender in salted boiling wa- 
ter; drain and lay in a baking dish and 
pour over them a sauce made as fol- 
lows: Two large tablespoonfuls of 
butter and two heaping tablespoonfulls 
of flour stirred together in a skillet; 
when thoroughly heated and mixed add 
a teacupful of milk, stirring it in gradu- 
ally with a little pepper and salt. Add 
little bits of broken butter over the tops 
of the turtips. When you have poured 
on the sauce bake in a brick oven 
twenty minutes.—Cincinnati Times.

Advance in Agriculture. 


But few readers or farmers are aware 
of the advance in agriculture in the past 
fifty years, or within the recollection of 
many of the older citizens. Fifty years 
ago the only means of cutting the grain 
harvest was the hand sickle, and of cut- 
ting hay the hand seythe. The grain 
was threshed with a flail, and the hay 
raked with a hand rake. Grain was 
cleaned by letting it fall and the wind 
blowing out the chaff, or by making 
wind with a sheet-—those who lived in 
those days recollect it without explana- 
tion. ~ we were mostly wood, the 
coulter, shire and bar only being iron. 
The moldboard was wood exclusively. 
At that day farming was conducted by 
muscular power. There were no agri- 


| cultural newspapers to stir up the mind 


to advance and improve. 

Nor was the absence of improved ag- 
ricultural implements the only hin- 
drance to prosperous husbandry. There 
was virtually no attention paid to the 
improvement of stock. The cattle, 
horses, hogs or sheep were a mixture 
brought together from different coun- 
ties. There was no more attention paid 
to better stock than there is now in the 
improvement of the human race. Nor 
was there any particular age at which 
steers or hogs could be prepared for 
market. ‘They grew slowly and fatten- 
ed indifferently, and had to be kept and 
fed until they could be sold. They were 
small and commanded a less price. 

Fruits of all kinds were far inferior to 
the present. Nearly all of the orchards 
of apple, pear or peach were of the nat- 
ural fruit. If grafting was known it 
was practiced by but few. The varie- 
ties of grafted fruit even in the best 
orchards or nurseries were but few. In 
the smaller fruits the same was the case. 
None but the wild strawberry were cul- 
tivated. If, however, they did not 
have such large ones as the present, 
they were rich, luscious and highly fla- 
vored, or our appetite was better then 
than now. There were no improved 
raspberries or strawberries. 

Nor has the advance been solely in 
stock and fruits, but in vegetables there 
has been a wonderful change for the 
better. Potatoes, squashes, tomatoes, 
beans, peas, melons, and all other 
classes of garden vegetables have been 
so improved that if the kind which were 
raised fifty years ago were offered in 
the market now they could not be sold 
at any price. It seems almost incredi- 
ble that the world in all the past ages 
previous to fifty years ago made so lit- 
tle efforts at improving anything in- 
tended for human food, or the imple- 
ments for producing them. 

When the writer first performed labor 
onthe farm, there was a continual 
strain on the physical powers ot the 
farmer. And in the house, whether on 
the farm or in town, the females of the 
family (and mainly the wife) had to 
card, spin, weave and make the cloth- 
ing with which to keep the whole fami- 
ly warm or respectable. 

And there are needed improvements 
yet to be made, and great inventions to 
be accomplished. There are laurels to 
be won, and riches to be accumulated 
in the future, by those who will by men- 
ial and moral energy solve the great 
problems of the world’s further ad 
vVancement.—lowa Register. 





‘A Dog's Breakfast. 


“To be treated like a dog’’ is gener« 
ally considered not an enviable fate 
Yet how many hard-working, industri- 
ous persons would gladly ke subjected 
to such treatment as that experienced 
by a dog whose wrongs recently formed 
the subject of an action in the Bolton 
County Court. The animal was desig- 
nated as a “running dog;’’ and a beer- 
house-keeper sued a bleacher for £2 5s. 
for its keep during a period of five 
weeks. It was not denied by the de- 
fendant that the plaintiff had kept the 
dog; but he alleged that it had been 
“ruinated,”? because it had not been 
supplied while under the plaintifi’s 
charge with cooked bee‘steaks. On the 
other hand it was urged that the dog 
had not been denied its beefsteaks, and, 
moreover, that in other respects it had 
been boarded comfortably. The dog, 
according to the evidence of tle plein 
tiff’s wife, was regularly supplied with 
“toast and eggs for its breakfast and 
beefsteaks forthe remainder of the day.”’ 
Judgment was ultimately given in favor 
of the plaintiff for the sum of £1 2s. 6d., 
and assuming that the dog really had 
toast and eges for its breaktast and beef- 
steaks for its luncheon and dinner, 
there was not much ground for com- 
plaint as to its fare. Perhaps, however, 
the eggs were hard boiled and the beef- 
steaks not so tender as could be wished, 
and, if so, this goes far to account for the 
“ruination’’ not only of the dog, but 
also of its digestion.—St. James’ Ga- 
zelle. 
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Peanut Flour. 


No doubt ere long ‘peanut flour” will 
he an important product of the South. 
The crop of the country has averaged 
$3,000,000. Virginia is set down this year 
for 2,100,000 bushels, Tennessee for 250, - 
000, and North Carolina at 135,000 
bushels, these being the chief States 
engaged in their cultivation, and those 
in which it was first introduced from 
Africa. In Virginia they are called 
“peanuts,”’ in North Carolina ‘‘oround- 


peas,” in ‘Tennessee ‘‘goobers,’’ and in 
Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi 


“pinders.’’ Virginians are beginning to 
turn the pexnut into flour, and say It 
makes a peculiarly palatable ‘‘biscuit.”” 
In Georgia there is a custom, now 
growing old, of grinding or pounding 
the shelled peanuts and turning them 
into pastry, which has some resem- 
blanee, both in looks and taste, to that 
made of coccanut, but the peanut 
pastry is more oily and richer, and, we 
think, healthier and better every way. 
If, as some people believe, Africa sent 
a curse to America in slavery, she cer- 
tainly conferred upon her a blessing in 
the universally popular peanut, which 
grows so well throughout the Southern 
regions that we shall soon be able to 
cut off the now large importation 
altogether.— Savannah (Gia.) Telegram.
